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It  is  with  profound  sorrow  that  we  announce  the  death  of  the  President  and 
founder  of  our  business. 

In  company  with  his  wife  Mr.  Woodruff  was  enroute  to  Douglas,  Wyoming,  to 
inspect  our  newly  built  Pea  and  Bean  warehouse  at  Douglas.  He  was  not  spared  to 
reach  his  destination  and  death  overtook  him  on  the  train  at  Crawford,  Nebraska,  on 
the  morning  of  July  24,  1927,  in  his  78th  year.  His  decease  marks  the  passing  of  the 
last  of  the  pioneer  seedsmen  of  Connecticut.  For  the  greater  part  of  his  life  he  was 
engaged  in  the  growing  of  seeds  and  in  1903  he  took  into  partnership  with  him  his 
two  sons  William  H.  and  Harold  F.  Woodruff  and  started  the  direct  to  planter  selling 
of  all  varieties  of  garden  seeds  under  the  firm  name  of  F.  H.  Woodruff  &  Sons. 

Under  his  leadership  our  business  has  prospered  exceedingly.  From  the  first 
days  when  our  business  office  was  a  desk  in  the  living  room  of  the  farm  house  and 
the  barn  our  warehouse,  under  his  guidance  our  business  has  grown  to  occupy  ware¬ 
houses  scattered  from  coast  to  coast. 

This  business  was  his  life’s  labor  until  his  retirement  from  the  more  strenuous 
work  five  years  ago  and  we  hope  will  remain  his  monument. 

We  shall  strive  to  do  in  the  future  as  he  would  have  done  and  to  live  up  to  the 
good  name  he  has  made  for  us  in  the  Seed  Trade.

Much  care  is  used  in  the  selection  of  the 
grasses  in  our  mixtures,  as  some  are  most  lux¬ 
uriant  in  the  spring,  others  in  summer,  and 
others  again  in  autumn;  so  a  proper  combina¬ 
tion  of  sorts  is  required  for  that  perfect  carpet¬ 
like  lawn  throughout  the  seasons.
